Irish Farmers Bent on Business. 

All that the average Briton knows of Ireland is that it 
is a decidedly unpleasant country to govern. We wish to 
modify this impression by pointing out that it produces 
very good things to eat, and to give some cogent 
arguments why the English consumer should buy Irish 
produce and make himself as Irish as he can in this way. 
We are making no sentimental appeal. We don't want 
to introduce sentiment into business. When a man makes 
a sentimental appeal to anyone to buy his goods the 
buyer rightly feels suspicious, and suspects the seller is 
making up inferior goods in a wrapper with extra gilding 
on it to compensate for the poor quality of what is inside. 
We don't wave any green flag with shamrocks on it, but 
invite you to consider Ireland as a producer of first class 
breakfast table commodities. We Irish may be taking to 
business late in our history, but we are takirlg to it in 
earnest, and if you will look round this exhibit of Irish 
produce, the flrst exhibit of Irish produce ever brought 
together at the London Grocers' Exhibition, you will see 
we Irish have been schooling ourselves in business 
methods, and we submit we can pass competitive exami' 
nations with any of our Colonial or Continental rivals. 

Irish not afraid of Competition. 

These Creameries, owned and directed by Irish 
farmers, whose exhibits are spread about in this Exhibi- 
tion, have siwept all the prizes at first class shows in 
England, and they have done this in competition with 
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Danish and other producers. We are not now afraid of 
showing our butter alongside the best Continental butters. 
In bacon we were always first, and we are better than 
ever now. Try our Irish cigarettes, made out of Irish 
tobacco, and see if Virginia or Egypt could please you 
more. Look at the way we pack our eggs. These are 
not egg cases packed with musty straw which could be 
smelt as Irish twenty years ago at twenty feet off. The 
old generations of Irishmen are going out of business, 
and young Ireland is full of energy, and is bent on 
making Ireland pay. It is your interest to meet her 
half way. You, as Englishmen, have pledged your credit 
to the extent of £^200,000,000 in financing Irish land 
purchase. Land is your security for this vast sum of 
money. If you have invested such a huge sum in Irish 
business you should try to support that business. You 
V/ould not, as a trader, take ;£^ 1,000 shares in a biscuit 
factory and order your biscuits for your own business 
from a rival factory in which you had no financial 
interest. As a nation of business men you should do what 
business you can with Ireland, That is reason number 
one for trading with us. 

Irish Produce the Freshest on the Market. 

The second reason why you should trade with us is 
that we can give you what you want better and fresher 
than any other country. We are nearer to you thEin 
Denmark, far nearer than any of the Colonies; and eggs, 
butter, and agricultural produce, cold store them as you 
will, are never as good as the freshly produced article. 
WTio wants to eat eggs more than a week old ? A fresh 
egg is a luxury, but when it has come from a couple of 
thousand miles away one may eat it as a duty, because 
one must live, but there are no pleasurable carnal sensa- 
tions connected with the act. No country in the world 
can give you really fresh eggs but Ireland. Our produce 
is fresh, that is reason number two why you should trade 
with us. 

Irish Farmers are now uptodate Business Men. 

The third reason why you should trade with us is 
that we are doing our business in a business-like way. The 



farmers who exhibit here own their own creameries, their 
own egg and poultry societies, their own beehives, their 
own tobacco fields, their own bacon factories, and they 
run them with the energy of self-interest. Twenty years 
ago there was no sort of trade organisation among

farmers. Sir Horace Plunkett altered all that. The Irish 
Agricultural Organisation Society, of which he is founder 
and president, which has arranged' this exhibit, has 
organised one thousand societies of Irish farmers with one 
hundred thousand members in them. Twenty years ago 



farmers made their little lots of butter, all of diiferent 
flavours, and sold it in the local markets to buyers, who 
did the best they could with it, but could, never produce 
uniformity. Twenty years ago the eggs were sold at the 
farm to some local buyer, who sold them to somebody else 
who shipped them to England. Having come to the 
wholesaler, they went down through more people until 
they came to the consumer. That wasted time, and you 
cannot afford to waste time over egg-distribution. Our

farmers now send off the butter every day, uniform, of 
good quality, in large quantities, made at their creamery, 
where the milk of hundreds of farms is brought. They 
can take contracts, and you can be sure of uniformity, 
good packing and freshness. The egg and poultry 
societies collect their eggs every day from their members, 
test them and pack them as yO'U see the cases packed here, 
and what more do you want from egg producers ? Theste 
societies of farmers, started by the I.A.O.S., are not run by 
amateurs. Every society has a trained expert and business 
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manager at the head of it. You can do business with us 
in a business-like way. That is reason number three why 
you should trade with us. There are many more, as you 
will see if you read on and look about the Exhibition, but 
these will do to begin with. 

Our Irish Creameries. 

The Irish farmers have over four hundred creameries of 
their own. You can see for yourselves how they turn out 
their butter, but you may not know that it is made under 
the most stringent conditions of cleanliness which begin to 
operate in the farm and end only when the butter is 
packed and sent out of Ireland. Every farmer supplying 
milk to one of these creameries has to satisfy the sanitary 
authorities that he complies with a mbst stringent Order 
called the Dairies, Cowsheds and Milk Shops Order. The 
farmers are registered under the local authority, and their 
farms are subject to inspection. Their byres must be 
properly ventilated and lighted. Every cow must have at 
least 500 cubic feet of air. The byre must be clean and 
well drained. The water supply • must be pure. The 
health of the workers on the farm must be good, and the 
utensils used must be clean. This is how Ireland ensures 
cleanliness and purity in one of her main products from 
the very beginning of butter mal-cing. We, like all the 
civilised world, are warring with the invisible microbe. 
We know that the microbe is a great, great grandfather 
about twenty seconds after it is born, and we try our 
utmost to slaughter it and limit its productivity by light 
and air. The law in Ireland forces farmers, who send 
their milk to creameries, to attend to these matters, and 
the milk supply of all the creameries exhibiting in this 
stand is delivered under this condition. 

The Slaughter of Microbes, 

But the new race of Irish business men do more than 
the law directs. When the milk is sent to the creamery 
it is examined carefully and if it is tainted or the vessel 
is not clean it is refused. All milk is strained before it 
enters the creamery tanks. It is then pasteurised at a 
temperature of 190° F., at which all the noxious bacteria 
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haunting milk give up the ghost. The tubercle bacillus is 
a tough customer, but igo° F. beats it. Pasteurisation 
destroys all possibility of noxious germs infecting the 
butter. This care is exercised right through all the pro- 
cesses of manufacture. Pure cultures are used to impart 
the best flavour, and the churning is done in vessels which 
have been thoroughly sterilised by steam. The butter is 
tested to ensure it does not contain ro.ore than the legalised 
standard of i6 per cent, of water, and, as a matter of fact, 
most of the butter produced in our creameries contains' less 
than 13 per cent, of water. We are not selling you water 
or milk taught to stand on its end with the assistance of 
an almost equal quantity of butter as some people have 
done. The butter in most creameries is shipped daily, 
and can reach the distributor within twenty hours of his 
order. There are express services from most Irish ports 
more than twice daily to all parts of England, Scotland, 
and Wales. We submit you cannot get Australian, New 
Zealand, or Siberian butters on those terms. We can get 
in ahead of them every time. The annual value of the 
butter made by the societies organised by the I.A.O.S. is 
;£^2,ooo,ooo. We could produce ten times that amount if 
you paid us the same price as you pay elsewhere for butter 
which is not so good. Deal with us only on our merits for 
your butter and your produce, and we will make Ireland 
-one of the richest countries in the world for its size. 

Presli Irish Eggs at Last. 

Come and look round at the way we are packing and 
grading our eggs. We pack as well as the Danes, and our 
•eggs are fresher. The Irish Channel is not so broad as 
the North Sea by any means, and we have communication 
four times daily with England. The I.A.O.S. is organis- 
ing the poultry keepers in Ireland as it has organised the 
dairy farmers. The local societies send out their carts 
every day among the members. All the eggs are tested. 
They are graded and packed in cases suitable for the 
trade. The Irish Agricultural Wholesale Society is a 
federation of the local poultry societies, and if you deal 
with it you can get supplies of eggs from any part of 
Ireland. We know ten years ago Irish eggs were nearly 
always a month behind the times, sometimes two months,

and that gave them a bad name. But you mustn't hang a 
country more than once for a bad name. We coing up now 
as reformed egg producers, and issue the samechallenge to 
the world about our eggs as we do about our bacon and 
butter. We have nearly doubled the annual value of 
poultry and egg exports from Ireland in five years. So 
you see some people are finding out that we have fresh 
eggs to sell in this generation. Try them. You have been 
eating stale eggs in England so long that you hardly 
know what a fresh egg is like. You get them from half 
round the world, from Egypt, Hungary, Russia, and all 
sorts of out-of-the-way places, pickled and stale. If you 
once eat fresh eggs you will eat no other, for there are no 
other ones fit to eat. Send to Ireland for your eggs. The 
East of Ireland is nearer to you in London than many 
parts of your own island, and, as we said, time is every- 
thing in the marketing of eggs. 

Irish Farmers' Bacon. 

You will see bacon in this exhibit of Irish produce, 
that is made at a factory owned by the farmers them- 
selves at Roscrea. It is the latest equipped bacon factory 
in Ireland, and has got every modern improvement in it. 
We are putting up more factories like it. The bacon of 
the Roscrea Bacon Factory was av/arded the highest pos- 
sible honours at the London Dairy Show, competing with 
the whole of tlie United Kingdom. It is situated in one 
of the best pig breeding districts in Ireland, and if you 
try it you will find it all that Irish bacon should be. We 
can say no more than that, as nobody has ever made any 
complaint about Irish bacon except that it makes the rest 
of the bacon in the world appear of poor flavour by com- 
parison. 

Irish=grown Tobacco. 

Now turn to the exhibit of the Irish Tobacco Company, 
and you will see something new. You, perhaps, have 
heard we were experimenting with tobacco growing in 
Ireland, but you did not know we had tobacco growers' 
societies and an Irish Tobacco Co. turning out Irish 
cigarettes, cigars, and pipe tobacco. Oh, we are coming

on ! The favourite cigarettes in Ireland are Irish grown. 
We smoke them for pleasure and not at all from patriotic 
reasons. No man is a patriot in his luxuries. He takes 
the drink which pleases him best, whether it was bottled 
in France or England. He smokes Virginian or Turkish 
for the same reasons. Well, we in Ireland were always 
experts in tobacco flavours, and we smoke cigarettes made 
from Irish grown tobaccos. The flavours of the new 
" Turcirish " cigarettes is something half-way between 
Turkish and Virginian, and it is better, in our opinion, 
than the flavours at either end. We are not bragging 
about something far away. There are Turcirish cigarettes 
on the stand. Try them and see if we are exaggerating. 
Colonel Everard, a former president of the I.A.O.S., 
revived tobacco cultivation in Ireland, and now there are 
hundreds of acres growing tobacco. Irish tobacco has 
improved in quality every year. Ten years ago, when we 
fi.rst began to experiment, it had more nicotine in it than 
any other tobacco in the world. Now the wild beast, 
nicotine, has been tamed, and the mildest flavours are 
attained. Our pipe tobacco is a favourite one with many 
smokers, and our green cigars are a luxury hitherto not 
attainable in these countries. This is going to be a great 
Irish industry. It employs more labour to the acre than 
any other Irish crop. For every twenty acres of tobacco 
grown, about one thousand pounds is' spent in labour. It 
keeps people employed at good wages in the country, and 
we ask you to sample our Irish grown tobaccos. We are 
sure you will like them. 

Irish Cream. 

We can do as well for English grocers with our Irish 
cream as any Devonshire farmer. There are some of our 
societies who specialise in cream and sell nothing else, but 
every creamery represented here will sell you cream made 
from pasteurised milk and have it over at your place, of 
business as'soon as if you had ordered it from the North 
of England. Jt will be fresh and you won't be poisoned 
with an excess of preservatives. Try our Irish cream. 

Irish Honey. 

Honey, both in sections and in jars and tins, is an 
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article which is produced in large quantities and of excel- 
lent quality in Ireland. Our heather honey is famous, 
and our Beekeepers' Societies are increasing in number. 
It is a poor man's industry especially, and we are trying 
to induce every cottager to keep half a dozen hives. You 
aire importing ;^70,ooo worth of inferior honey annually 
from foreign countries, much of which is adulterated with 
glucose, which is poisonous to the human system. We 
could easily produce all the honey required in England, 
and buyers can be assured of its absolute purity and 
excellence. 

What We Intend Doing. 

We hope to be represented in greater force at future 
exhibitions. This is only a sample of what we can 
do. Our fruit, vegetables, and flowers will be seen 
later. We are going to compete with the Channel Islands, 
for there are portions of the south-west of Ireland where 
the temperature rarely falls below freezing point, and we 
can grow early vegetables quite as easily as the Channel 
Islanders. We are trying to develop our Irish property 
on modern business lines, and that we have put our 
shoulder to the wheel in earnest is shown by the fact 
that in the last three years recorded we increased our trade 
in imports and exports by iJ^9,ooo,ooo. An increase like 
this shows some people have been working hard. None 
of you increase your businesses without hard work, and 
you will grant that an increase of ;£'g,ooo,ooo in our trade 
in three years shows that there is a new business spirit 
stirring in Ireland. Don't let anybody talk about the 
" lazy Irish " any more. It makes us angry. The lazy 
Irish only exist in third-rate novels or on the stage. We 
are now an up-to-date business people, ready to do busi- 
ness with you on business lines without any sentiment 
about it. We will give you a good article and we expect 
you to deal with us for the reasons we have given. It is 
to your interests as" a na'tion to have a large food supply 
produced in these islands. You will have fewer night- 
mares over being starved out by foreign navies. It costs 
you forty millions every year to run a navy to keep open 
the trade routes along which food comes to you from the 
uttermost ends of the earth. It is the price you pay for 
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the privilege of getting what you call cheap food, so it is 
not so very cheap after all. We believe if you devoted 
some attention to building up the business of the farmers 
m these islands it would be better national business, and 
the food you get would be cheaper m the long run. We 
believe we have made out a good case for our new Irish 
movement, and why you should support it. 

To recapitulate : — 

First— You have invested ;£'200,ooo,ooo in Irish land, 
and it is your business to safeguard your investment. 

Second. — From our geographical position we can send 
fresher produce to you than any of our rivals. You eat 
the stalest food in the world at present, and you ought to 
have better taste. 

Third. — We have re-organised our business methods to 
suit your market, and we can supply your orders in a 
business-like way. 

Fourth. — You are always getting panics about the navies 
of other countries starving you out. Ireland, England 
and Scotland could, if extensively cultivated, grow all 
the food you want. If you give us your business we will 
do our part and double or treble our turnover, and your 
statesmen and journalists won't be able to give you 
national nightmares. 

These, we submit, are excellent and unanswerable argu- 
ments why you should deal with us even if we were worse 
business people and our progress was much worse than if 
is. Try to get a taste for really fresh food such as we 
have in Ireland. When we Irish go to England every- 
thing we get to eat tastes stale because most of it has 
come from thousands of miles to you. Once you know, 
the difference between fresh and stale food, we are con- 
fident you will, on acquiring that taste, solve many of', 
your worst political and economic problems.

The Irish Agricultural Organisation Society was founded by 
Sir Horace Plunkett in 1894, to introduce better business methods 
among Irish farmers. It is a strictly non-political and non- sectarian 
society, governed by a Committee elected on democratic lines. It is 
in no sense a trading body, and its funds are obtained from private 
contributions and the subscriptions of those societies which it has 
organised. These private contributions are made by people anxious for 
the economic welfare of the country, who want to see its methods of 
production and distribution improved. The means employed consists 
of explaining the principles and practical working details of agricultural 
co-operation. Considerable loss is sustained by Ireland every year 
through the inefficient marketing of its produce, and this defect it is the 
main purpose of the I.A.O.S. to remove. Consequently, it has 
organised the farmers into societies for various objects, such as the 
manufacture and marketing of butter and bacon, and the sale of eggs. 
Obviously, where one farmer cannot on his own account afford to adopt 
the latest methods and machinery, several farmers by combining together 
can >do so. The result is good, not only for the farmers themselves, 
but for those who buy their produce. It goes without saying that 
the English buyer of Irish produce will like to get it clean and 
properly packed; it lightens his own labours and gives him in his 
turn a more saleable article. 

The number of societies already organised by the I.A.O.S. is about 
one thousand, and the membership of these societies is about one 
hundred thousand. These societies are spread all over the country, 
and in their ranks Irishmen of all creeds and classes are to be found. 
In fact, one of the greatest achievements of the I.A.O.S. is to make 
Irishmen forget their old political and religious dissensions in order 
to put their heads together and build up a sound business. How far 
they have succeeded may be seen from the produce shown at the 
present Exhibition. There is no one but will admit that if the methods 
of these progressive societies were imitated all over the country, 
Ireland would very soon obtain that supremacy in the British markets 
which is now held by foreigners.
